From every physical aspect this is very 
similar to the European case, yet how different, 
absolute contrast, are the relationships 
involved. Where the German-Polish frontier 
bristled with armaments, the American-Cana- 
dian boundary presents not a single sentry— 
not only along the imaginary line between the 
State of Washington and the Province of British 
Columbia, but along the entire 3,000-mile border 

Only a few days ago Canadian and Ameri- 
can citizens once more united their efforts to 
build a highway, by joint enterprise, across the 
Canadian “corridor,” joining the United States 
and Alaska 

That there will be a highway from the 
United States to Alaska is a premise accepted by 
the interested citizens of Washington and Brit- 
ish Columbia. Which of two or more proposed 
routes will be chosen will not be a matter of 
political chicanery but of engineering feasibility; 
not a matter of national rights or pre-eminence 
but of the greatest good for the greatest number; 
not a matter of military advantage of one nation 
over the other, but of the advancement for 
peaceful progress of “two nations side by side.” 
“Corridor” problems, it seems, can be solved 
peaceably.—From the Christian Science Monitor.

Check on Loose Talk 


This is war, a time of national peril, and all 


of us must govern ourselves accordingly. It is 
not a time for loose tongues and indiscreet 
writing. 


Not by way of censorship, but as a check not 
only on malice but on thoughtlessness the De- 
fence of Canada Regulations are very clear on 
these points, This is the clause that governs our 
speech 

Regulation No. 39. No person shall by 
word of mouth:— 

(a) spread reports or make statements, 
false or otherwise, intended or likely to cause 

isaffection to His Majesty or to interfere 
with the success of His Majesty's forces or of 
the forces of any allied or associated powers 
or to prejudice His Majesty's relations with 
foreign powers, or 

(b) spread reports or make statements, 
false or otherwise, intended or likely to pre- 
judice the recruiting, training, discipline, or 
administration of any of His Majesty's forces. 


And the clause having to do with written 
communications is no less dramatic 


39A. No person shall print, circulate or 
distribute any book, newspaper, periodical, 
pamphlet, picture, paper, circular, card, let- 
ter, writing, print, publication or document 
of any kind containing any material, report 
or statement, false or otherwise 

(a) intended or likely to cause disaffec- 
tion to His Majesty or to interfere with the 
success of His Majesty's forces or of the 
forces of any allied or associated power, or 
to prejudice His Majesty's relations with for- 
eign powers, or 

(b) intended or likely to prejudice the re- 
cruiting, training, discipline or administra- 
tion of any of His Majesty's forces, or 

(c) which would or might be prejudicial 
to the safety of state or the efficient 
prosecution of the war,

these orders, and y a few people in this 
country have been punished for their indiscre- 
tions.
